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In the above verses, we can see vividly the gentle persuasive 
tone of Ibrahini®*) in his speeches with his father, 
contrasted with the brusgue and repellent tone of the father's 
reply. The one was the outcome of the True Light, which had 
come to Ibrahim from Allah As, and the other was the 
outcome of pagan arrogance and the worship of brute force. 
The spiritual lesson from this episode in Ibrahim’s life may 
be stated as four propositions: (I) the pious son is dutiful to 
his father and wishes him well in all things, material and 
spiritual, (2) if the father refuses Allah's Light, the son will 
do his utmost to bring such Light to the father; (3) having 
received the Light, the son will never renounce that Light, 
even if he has to forfeit his father's love and renounce his 
home; (4) even if the father repels him and turns him out, his 
answer will be a soft answer, full of love and forgiveness on 


the one hand, but firmness on behalf of Truth on the other. 


Abu Usaid Malik Ibn Rabi’ah as-Sa’idi narrated: “While we 
were with the Messenger of Alla a man of Banu Salamah 
came to Him and said: ‘Messenger of Allah, is there any 
kindness left that I can do to my parents after their death?’ 
He Sreplied: “Yes, you can invoke blessings on them, 
forgiveness for them, carry out their final instructions after 


their death, join ties of relationship that were connected to 
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10 
them them, and honour their friends.” Therefore, a 
believer must be kind towards his parents, so that he/she 
would not incur Allah's punishment, and woe to one who is 


disobedient to his parents. 


Abu Bakrah 465 narrated that Allah”s Messenger 3£ said: 
“Shall 1 not inform you of the biggest of the great sins?” We 
said, MM es, O Allah”s Messenger.” He 3% said, “To join 
partners in worship with Allah, to be undutiful to one’s 
parents.” Тһе Prophet ‘at up, after he had been reclining, 
and added, “And 1 warm you against giving a false statement 
and bearing false witness; I warn you against giving a false 
statement and bearing false witness.” The Prophet 3Zkept on 


saying that warning till owe thought that he would never

Abdullah Ibn Omar -4® narrated: “A Bedouin came to the 
Prophet and said, “O Allah”: Messenger! What ‘are the 
biggest sins? The Prophet said, ‘To join others in worship 
with Allah. The Bedouin said, ‘What is next? The Prophet 
SE said, “To be undutiful to one’s parents.” The Bedouin said, 

‘What is next?” The Propheķ said, “To take an A/-Ghamus 
oath.’ The Bedouin said, ‘What is an Al-Ghamus oath?’ The

true believer lives an Islamic life with his wife, which 


is characterised in the following: 


1- One must live with one’s wife honourably and on a 
footing of kindness and equity, as Allah 3$ says,

(And live with them honourably. If you dislike them, it 


may be that you dislike a thing, yet Allah brings through 
it a great deal of good) 14 


2- Treat her with love and affection, and do not hate her if 
she is pious but has some bad side, because nobody is 


perfect. In addition, the Prophet M has ordered us to be kind

to our wives; Abu Hurairah reported thatthe Prophet ik 
said: “Treat vvomen nicely, for a vvoman is created from a 

rib, and the most curved portion of the rib is its upper 

portion, so, if you should try to straighten it, it would break, 

but if you leave it as it is, it would remain crooked. So treat 


women nicely.’’!> 


3- Show respect towards her, feed her and clothe her as 


confirmed in the Prophetic Hadith; Mu’ awiyah Ibn Jundub 


<f> said: “Messenger of Allah, what right does one of our 
wives have over us?”  H& replied: “That you should give 
her food when you eat, clothe her when you clothe yourself, 
do not strike her on the face, do not revile her or separate 


yourself from her except in the house.” 16 


4- Be gentle with his wife and play with her, so that she 
would feel loved and respected; and this should not be 
considered as a sign of personal weakness, but rather a sign 
of personal strength in a man. In fact, the Prophets used to 
race with his wives; Ai’shah, may Allah be pleased with her, 


said: “I had a race with the Prophé and 1 overtook him 


running on foot. When I became fleshy, (again) I had another

race with him, but he overtook me. HE said: ‘This is for 


that overtaking.”” 17 


Therefore, you find true believers lead simple and peaceful 
lives with their wives, full of love and tranquillity; they 
adopt the attitude of the Propligt in his statement, “A 
believing man should not hate a believing woman; if he 
dislikes one of her characteristics, he will be pleased with 
another.” 18 However, it maybe that the real reason and 
secret behind the peaceful life between a believer and his 
wife is that their beginning was Islamic; he did not choose a 
rich wife for marriage, in order to be rich too; he did not 
choose one from the upper class, in order to be powerful, but 
he chose a wife for her religion, in order to lower his gaze 
from looking at forbidden things and to avoid illegal sexual 


acts. 


On the authority of Abu Hurairah &>, the Propet said: “A 
woman is married for four things, 1.e., her wealth, her family 
status, her beauty, and her religion. So you should marry the 


religious woman, (otherwise) you would be a loser.” 1°

The jealousy of a _ believer towards his wife is not to leave 
her alone with strangers, such as cousins, friends, etc, 
talking, laughing and entertaining them аз guests. Such acts 
are common in our modem time; we ask Allah to protect us 
from such trials and tribulations. Worse, some fathers even 


bring evil magazines and videos to the house fo entertain

their guests. In Islam, those fathers are called cuckolds and 
Allah has forbidden Paradise for them. On the authority of 
Ibn Omags, the Prophet šäšsaid: “There are three people to 
whom Allah has forbidden Paradise: one who is addicted to 
wine, an undutiful son, and a cuckold who agrees to his 


womenfolk's adultery.”?° 


6- Have sexual relation as commanded by Allah 38: 


Allah £ says in the Our'an:

(..when they have purified themselves you may 
approach them in any manner time or place ordained for 
you by Allah. Truly, Allah loves those who turn to Him 
in repentance and He loves those who keep themselves 
pure and clean. Your wives are as a tilth for you; so 


approach your tilth when or how you will (have sexual

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relations with them). But do some good act for your 
souls beforehand; and fear Allah and know that you are 
to meet Him (in the Hereafter) and give (these) good 


tidings to those who believe) 22 


Moreover, a man”s sexual relations vvith his wife 18 
considered as a charity, for which he gets rewarded. The 
Prophet Said: “...and in man’s sexual intercourse (with his 
vvife) there 18 а reward. They (the companions) said: 
“Messenger of Allah, is there reward for him who - satisfies 
his sexual passion among us?” He id: “Tell me, if he 
were to devote it to something forbidden, would it not be a 
sin on his part? Similarly, if he were to devote it to 


something lawful, he should have a reward.’ ”?4 


Among the things that a believer should do during sexual 
intercourse with his wife are: amiable treatment, kissing, 
flirtation and saying Bismillah. Ibn Abbas reported that 
the Prophet S$aid: “If anyone of you, when intending to 
have sexual relations with his wife, says: ‘Bismillah, 
Allahumma jannibna ash-Shaitan, wa Jannib ash-Shaitana 


ma razaqtana, Satan would never harm that child, should it 


be ordained that they will have one.”””

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Hovvever, since vve have mentioned the rights of a vvife over 
her husband, vve should not ignore the rights of a husband 


over his vvife. Some of his rights are: 


1- the vvife should stay at her husband”s home, as Allah 35 


says,

2- They should wear the legal Hijab which covers their 
bodies. The Hijab should not be transparent and should be 
loose, because АПав2 was firm when He said, (make not a 
dazzling display like that of the former times of 
Ignorance). Most Muslim scholars have unanimously 
agreed on the following, regarding the legal Hijab of a 


Muslim woman: 


a- She should not uncover any of her body, except her face 


and her hands, in front of strangers.

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b- She also should not leave her face and hands uncovered, if 
she feels that somebody might be looking at her in an 
attractive way, and that the only way to stop his gazes would 
be to cover her face. This is agreed by all Muslim scholars. 
Similarly, al-Qurtubi has stated that if a woman is beautiful 
and attractive and fears that she might cause Fitnah by 
uncovering her face and hands, she should cover them; in 
addition, some Hanafi scholars have also stated that a young 
woman should not uncover her face in front of men for fear 
of causing Fitnah and men should not look at her with 
sexual desire. Therefore, who can claim, in our modem time, 


that Fitnah is not prevalent within the Muslim societies? 


However, they agreed that a woman should uncover her face 
in case of urgent necessity such as seeing a doctor, giving 
testimony, etc; as this is the Islamic ethical code, emphasised 
by the Quran and which every believing man and woman, 
who believes in Allah and the Last Day, should follow. Allah

Enter not the Prophet's houses until 
leave is given to you for a meal, (and then) not (so early 
as) to wait for its preparation. But when you are invited, 
enter; and when you have taken your meal disperse, 
without sitting for a talk. Such (behaviour) annoys the 
Prophet, and he is shy to dismiss you, but Allah is not shy 
(to tell you) the truth. And when you ask (his wives) for 
anything you want, then ask them from behind a screen, 
that is purer for your hearts and for theirs. Nor is it 
right for you that you should annoy Allah's Messenger or 


that you should marry his wives after him (his death). 


Truly such a thing is in Allah's sight an enormity’ 27 


Accordingly, sister, the legal Hijab is a shield for you, in this 


world from evil and innovations, and a shield for you in the 


27 Surat al-Ahzaab: Verse 53.

On the authority of 
Abdur Rahman Топ Avrf “öz ihe Prophet 980: “If a vanın 
prays her five obligatory daily prayers, fasts the month of 
Ramadan, guards her chastity (from illegal sexual cts) and 
obeys her husband, it will be said to her: ‘Enter Paradise 


from any gates of Paradise you like.””??

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And be careful, sister, not to disobey your husband if he asks 
you for sexual intercourse, because then you would be 
subjected to the Curse of Allah and the angels. Abu Hurairah 
дә narrated that the Prophetš said: “If a husband calls his 
wife to his bed (i.e. to have sexual relations) and she refuses 
and causes him to sleep in anger, the angels would curse her 


till morning.” 30 


Dear believing sister, Allah 38 is Wise and His Laws and 
Orders are Perfect, so vvhen you make yourself up, and dress 
up nicely inside your house, your husband would become 
more attached to you and your marital life would be full of 
love and happiness together. Ibn Abbas said: “I make 
myself up for my wife just as she makes herself up for me,

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houses they put on ragged or old clothes and smell badly. 
This behaviour would cause’ their husbands to neglect them 
and, hence, the bond of love and affection between them 


vvould be broken. 


The Prophet 53814: “The best woman among you is she who 
pleases her husband when he looks at her, obeys him vvhen 
he orders her, and 18 faithful towards him regarding her 
person and his property if he is absent.” 3? True happiness in 
this world is not achieved through false and misleading 
appearances, self-love, showing-off, or demonstrating your 
personality over that of your husband, but rather through 
realistically practicing what is in the Quran and the Sunnah, 
and applying these to your daily life, then you would feel the 
pleasure and enjoyment of life with your husband. Allah &

true believer gives his children an Islamic education, 
A» is emphasised in the Qur’an, so that virtues and 
moral excellence could spread among his family circle. He 
should not let his children watch bad movies, read 
magazines, or internet sites which contain any wickedness, 
immorality, or depravity; so that his children would grow up 


corrupted and misled by Satan. 


A true believer should fear AlBü in educating his 
children, because he is responsible for them in front of Allah 
jfe, as the Propliğt said: “Surely!

Accordingly, Allah has vvarned us that those 
who, after having received admonition from their Lord, 
ceased fo deal in usury would be pardoned for their past 
dealings; Allah 3c = would forgive them and not hold them 
responsible for their past usury; but whoever returns to usury 


after Allah 3c had forbidden it, such would be the dwellers of 


the Hell-Fire: they would abide therein for ever. 


A severe warning and threat was delivered to those who deal 


in usury, especially the believers, because usury and faith

OneNote worst habits which a true believer must avoid 15 
staring brazenly at women. The rule of modesty applies to 
women as well as men; they should both lower their gazes 
and guard their modesty. The closeness of buildings, houses 
and windows has even facilitated this bad habit; hence the 
spread of adultery, and illegal sexual acts among the Muslim 
societies, which is a violation of Allah”s Rights. Thus, Islam 


haspennitted that a spy’s eye should be gouged out, and that 


he should receive no blood money nor should he retaliate for 
this action. 

On the authority of Abu -Efarairah the Prophet said: “If 
anyone peeps into the house of some people, vvithout their 
permission, and he should damage his eye, no responsibility 
vvould be incurred for his damaged eye.” E Accordingly, 


Allah ds has said:

among them, such as the deadly virus, HIV Aids. 


Verily, it is a 
Fahishah (i.e. a great sin and an evil way)l 3° Zinah is not 
only shameful in itself and inconsistent with any self-respect 
or respect for others, but it opens the road to many evils. It 
destroys the basis of the family: it works against the interests 
of children or those due to be bom; it may lead to murder 
and family feuds, and the loss of one's reputation or 
property, and it also may permanently weaken the bonds of 
society. Not only should it be avoided as a sin, but any 


approach or temptation towards it should be avoided.

The most serious notice is taken of people who put forward 


slanders or scandalous suggestions about women without 
adequate evidence. Н anything is said against a woman's 
chastity, it should be supported by four witnesses. Falling 
such preponderating evidence, the slanderer should himself 
be treated as a _ wicked transgressor and punished’ with eighty 
lashes. Not only would he be subjected to this disgraceful 
form of punishment, but he would be deprived of the 
citizen's right of giving evidence in all matters, unless he 
repents and reforms, in which case he can be readmitted to 
be a competent witness. The verse lays down the punishment 
for slandering ‘chaste women’, which, by consensus of 


opinion, also covers slandering chaste men. Chaste women

vour children an Islamic education.
